Winters Potatoes 

Depend On Care 

Growers Take Now 

"Late Blight" Is Enemy To Defeat How, Advice 
Given By Agricultural Representative Cockbum 



The winter's potato supply 
depends on fanners ^insuring" 
their crops against "Late 
Blight," Agricultural Represent- 
ative W. M. Cockbum said in a 
warning issued this week to 
York County potato growers. 

"For Murphy's sake don't stop 
spraying now at the critical time 
when the weather is damp and 
sticky," said Mr. Cockbum. "The 
country needs the potatoes! Co- 
operate with your custom oper- 
ator and be ready with material 
or team even if you have 
threshing or harvest. "Blight* 
will not wait. 

"The protective coating must 
be on before rains to keep 
'Blight 1 off. The spores carried 
by wind and rain stick to Ihe 
wet tops. Keep a rain coat on 
them till matured. It also pro- 
tects against "leaf hoppers' that 
burn the edges of the leaves. 
'Tarnished plant bug' is causing 
tips of some plants to wilt down. 
It requires a contact insecticide 
but this is not very satisfactory, 
as new broods come in from 
fence rows, etc." 

Mr. Cockbum calculated that 
over 530 acres of potatoes on 63 
York county farms are being 
sprayed or dusted regularly by 
ten custom operators. 

"This makes an average of 
nearly eight and a half acres per 
grower," said Mr, Cockbum. 
"Even at 150 bags per acre and 
only $1 per bag this woidd mean 
$1,275 per grower. Yields show 
average close to 200 75-lb. bags 
and we hope and believe the 
price will beat $1 by quite a bit. 

"This is beautiful 'Late Blight' 
weather and yet within the past 
week we have visited growers 
who questioned the expense of 
insuring that $1,000 or $2,000 
crop by regular, thorough, appli- 
cations of 'Bordeaux mixture 1 or 
dust. They do insure their 
buildings! A number of good 



growers are spraying or dusting 
every week and we have urged 
custom operators not to run 
over ten days, oftener if time

Petunias For The Winter 



(By Rudy Renilus lor Newmarket 
Horticultural Society) 

There was a lime when petunias 
were just another bright little epot 
in grandmother's garden. Since 
then many improved varieties have 
come out nn-\ at this time of the 
year every garden where petunias 
are grown should be a riot of color. 
The petunia Is, however, not only 
a garden flower, it can very suc- 
cessfully be grown In the house In 
a sunny window and will bloom all 
spring. 

It Is hest to take up n few small 
plants In September and plant three 
or four In a 6" pot. Fill the bot- 
tom of the pot with broken pots 
or cinders, then a layer of leaf 
mould and top It all with a half 
mixture of leaf mould and garden 
soil. Keep the pots In a cool, light 
place, away from heat, and water 
occasionally but not too much. 

In January the plants arc Just 
right to be put In that sunny win- 
dow away from the heat. Some 
fertilizer will be helpful now. 
Don't let them dry out and you 
will be rewarded with lots of 
blooms. When these start appear- 
ing It's time for more plant food. 

The petunias are liable to grow 
tall and should bo supported by 
sticks. Hosy Morn Is very suitable 
for this house culture. Try it and 
you'll have lots of fun. The one 
wo had In th-j house Inst winter is 
blooming In tho garden now.

SHOULD BUY 
FEED NOW, IS 
FARM ADVICE 



Oiroctors of York county Feder- 
ation of Agriculture met In New- 
maiket on Friday evening to dis- 
cuss ways and means of Impress- 
ing on farmers the seriousness of 
the feed grain situation for the 
cooiing winter due to decreased 
acreage and reduced y;eld3 of 
grain of doubtful Quality. 

W. H. WHmot. Sharon, secretary 
of Toronto Milk Producers, said 
that "to move the feed reuulred for 
the coming winter will require 200 
to 250 cari per day from now to 
Sew Year's, whereas there are 
only that many per week coming 
at present, I^st year with a big 
crop here, our heavy livestock pro- 
duction program in eastern Canada 
took over 1,000,009 tons of west- 
ern grain and much more will he 
needed this year." 

In view of shortage af help at 
feed mills, the directors are urging 
farmers to make up orders for car- 
loads to help local dealers, who 
will cojpn^rate In p!aciag the or- 
ders. This grain is for storage in 
elerators or warehouses and to be 
hauled to the farms for use next 
winter, when the transportation 
shortage will bo even more acute. 

•'Transportation of war supplies 
and personnel Is taxing the rail- 
ways to the point that one won- 
ders where all the*cars and loco- 
motives have como from." stated 
W. M. Cockburn. agricultural rep- 
resentative, "If our farmers re- 
duce their stock rather than buy 
feed, we will jeopardize our war 
effort and perhaps go hungry our- 
solvos. Great Britain, with our 
own boys to feed, must he taken 
care of, 

"The governments are paying 
subsidies to compensato farmers 
for taking delivery of the grain 
now, before this year's western 
crop congests storage and ship- 
plug. Bankers also are kindly dis- 
posed to advance money to pur- 
chase this feed, having In mind 
the stable prices prevailing under 
tho present situation." 



It was with saddened hearts 
that members of the 2nd battal- 
ion. Queen's York Rangers, the 
county of York reserve unit, 
heard' last week the news that 
their CO., LieuL-Col. John Hyde 
Bennett, V.D., was slated to re- 
lire on Sept. I of this year. In 
recent weeks the department of 
national defence has decided 
that all officers over the age of 
50 are to be retired and it would 
appear that no change is likely 
to be made in the official edict. 
Col. Bennett, who has over 40 
years of service to his credit, is 
32 years of age. 

Col. Bennett is >vi Irish ances- 
try from County Antrim and 
first saw service with the Royal 
fersey Light Infantry in the 
Channel Islands. He came to 
Canada in- 1908 and served for 
"our years with the Queen's 
Own Rifles, whose reserve unit 
was this year a neighbor at 
camp of the Yorks. 

In 1914 he was commissioned 
as an officer with the 12th York 
Rangers and was at camp when 
the Great War broke out. He 
went overseas with a draft of 
300 men from the Yorks in the 
ith battalion, C.E.F., the same 
year and was wounded in the 
second battle of Ypres in 1916. 
Later he served with the expe- 
ditionary force in Siberia. 

On his return from overseas j 
he retained his affiliation with j 
the army, joining the Queen's j 
Rangers, becoming commanding 
officer in 1934. In 1936 he; 
retired from service. Shortly 
afterwards, in December 1936, 
his two old units, the 12th Yorks 
and the Queen's Rangers, 
amalgamated to form one unit. 
In 1940, when Col. R. C. Merr- 
ick, CO. of the Queen's Yorks, 



was appointed to command No. 
1 Reception Depot overseas. Col. 
Bennett was appointed to com- 
mand the unit. This was one of 
the proudest moments in his 
career. 

Col. Bennett zealously under- 
took the reorganization of the 
unit and was a great factor in 
so many men of the county unit 
going on active service. When 
the regiment was mobilized for 
active service in 1942. he com- 
manded it temporarily, until 
Lieut.-CoI. PoteV appointment, 
and then took over the command 
of the reserve unit. 

A keen student of history. Co1 - 
Bennett perhaps more than any 
other person has been respon- 
sible for the creation and main- 
tenance of the unit's archives 
and historical museum. Last 
year he completed a history of 
the regiment, a copy of which 
was given to every man 
both active and reserve units. 
He has also engendered close 
relationships between the unit 
and the officials and people of 
the county of York. As much 
as possible, he has given an 
opportunity for men of the 
ranks to rise to a commission 
within their own unit, until today 
probably no regiment has more 
officers on its strength who 
have come up from the ranks. 

Men, N.C.O/s and officers of 
the unit will shortly honor Col. 
Bennett with a suitable present- 
ation. Major Carl Reeve, sec- 
ond-in-command, will command 
the unit after Col. Bennett's re- 
tirement until a new CO. is 
wor (. I appointed. Col. Bennett is sen- 
ior to the other commanding 
officers of the units stationed at 
Fort York.

Recent diplomatic changes oc- 
curred In Ottawa with the arrival 
of Ray Atnerton, the new United 
States minister to Canada, and 
the first Swedish minister to this 
country. Per Wijkman. They pre- 
sented their credentials to the 
governor-general shortly after 
arrival. Mr. Atlierton. who got 
here on Sunday, finished the last 
leg of his journey from Montreal 
by car so as not to disturb officials 
with the necessity of a formal re- 
ception at the train. He will be 
a popular minister here. At his 
first press conference he went over 
big with newsmen by telling them 
to give him "the highball" when 
they met him on the street and 
failed to recognize them. The white 
stone, square-faced United States 
legation with Old Glory hanging 
in front, directly facing the main 
gates of the Parliament buildings, 
to me always typifies the two 
friendly nations with "hands across 
the streets 

It seemed like a tragedy In the 
family— something was missing. 
The big, friendly clock high up in 
the Peace Tower took a holiday 
for a few days and stopped. Habit 
is a queer creature. Thousands 
who rush to work by the clock just 
kept looking and looking at the 
time, regardless of its evident in- 
ertia. It finally got going, to the 
Immense relief of all of us, though 
most people carry a wrist watch 
anyway. 

Shortage in fruit crops, expec- 
ted higher prices are responsible 
for the ceiling to be tacked on 
pears, peaches and plums when 
they hit the market. . Stocks of 
canned fruits and vegetables, with 
exceptions like jams and jellies, 
were frozen on the national shelf 
just for the same reason housewife 
leaves her cellar stock alone while 
taking advantage of the fresh stuff 
available. Cold and wet weather 
early this year killed off a lot of 
peach trees in eastern Canada; late 
spring hurt strawberry and rasp- 
berry crops. Blueberries were 
heavy but faced a tabor shortage; 
cherries were poor. The Canadian 
total for apples will likely be down, 
with a 23 percent Increase over 
last year in Nova Scotia, but reduc- 
tions from two to 29 percent are 
expected in New Brunswick and 
B.C.; about 400,000 barrels less. 
The pear crop looks like 250.000 
barrels less; prunes and plums only 
slightly off. Peaches show a drop 
of around 67 percent, affecting B.C. 
and Ontario crops. Grapes are ex- 
pected to be 22 percent below lSM2's 
record harvest, but the current es- 
timate Is nearly a third more than 
tho five year average from 1936 to 

1M0. Plans are being made, we arc 
told, to see that some of the crops 
are canned. 

Some people are Irked with the 
news that Canada will not follow 

the U.S.A. in taking coffee off the 
ration list. But it Is pointed out 
wc have only a four months* supply 
on hand, which Is not so much. 
Resides, here's another angle. Be- 
cause of our low tea ration and 
relatively high coffee coupon value, 
the later's consumption Is 15 per- 
cent over pre-war normal while 
tea Is down by a half. It would 
be difficult to eliminate one with- 
out the other, they claim. 

Wandering around services In- 
formation offices you pick up Inter- 
esting Items. For Instance a Wren, 
the first day "aboard ship" has a 
talk with a trained beauty special- 
ist about her hair, etc. Incidentally, 
she pays a third of civilian prices 
for shampoo and wave; nil of which 
goes back Into the fund for "ship*' 
beauty parlor equipment. The girls 
do look well groomed nnd smart. 

Food seems to have been In the 
spotlight around Ottawa— with 
many announcements concerning 
nn Hem which takes about a third 
of every family inconio. Tho war 
has put a hlg- strain on our coun- 
try's productive capacities. This Is 
shown by figures that food pro- 
duction Is now more than 25 per- 
cent above pro-war levels. Hog mar- 
ketings arc up 60 percent, cheese 
50 percent. Feed grain acreage 
shot up 25 percent to meet Hvc- 
slock and dairy Increases. That 
means our producers have to work 
harder ami he Ingenious. Tho de- 
partment of labor statistics show a 
net decrease In male farm workers 
during tho period March, 1030, to 
March, 1W3, of 350,000. At the 
latter date mnlo family help only 
averaged 121 workers per 100 farms. 

Pay increases recently announ- 
ced, tie up with the strong cam- 
paign radiating from Ottawa uli 
over Canada to 'Induce moro wo- 
men to take their places in the ser- 
vices nnd release men for active 
duties. There aro some 31,775 
women now collated, hut thoy say 
they neod 65.000 more. In other 
fields women are needed. High 
priority plants will bo surveyed to 
increase employment of women; 
even looking for an Increase In 
half-dny work by housowlves. 

As the strain on our manpower 
Increases, a shortage of nlr-crcw Is 
also noted by tho Royal Cnnndlan 
Air Force, accentuated by tho 
steady aerial pounding given Ger- 
many.

There has been some newspaper 
editor reaction to this column's sub- 
ject matter and the handling of It.

Another 
say 5 frankly: "Some we do not 
agree with, but most of it Is O.K.

Soldiers detailed from army train- 
ing to help with the harvest will be 
paid $4 a day In western Canada, 
J3.50 in most parts of Ontario, $3 
in Quebec and the Maritime*, far- 
mers also providing room and 
board, according to national de- 
fence H.Q. Where they are grant- 
ed compassionate leave to work on 
their own farms, or the farms of 
relatives, soldiers get free trans- 
portation up to 500 miles.

Maybe you don't know It out there 
but the government built a place. 
called Laurenttan Terrace, especial- 
ly for grade 1 girl office workers 
which takes care of 360. It la nice- 
ly and very comfortably furnished, 
and tho girls pay J8.50 weekly, 
which Includes meals. Helps some. 

Behind the scenes plnns seem to 
ho laid for repatriation of service 
men. For Instance, repatriation 
depot No. 1 was recently opened 
nt Rockcliffe It.C.A.P, station near 
Ottawa whero men are taken enre 
of from the timo thoy land In Can- 
ada by ship until another ptaco la 
found for them In the services or 
to tholr return to civilian life as 
the case may be. 

A significant item! Tho number 
of male teachers In el^ht provinces, 
including Quebec, declined from 
14.700 In 1939 to 12.600 in 1W2, duo 
to enlistments nnd the fact that 
higher salaried employment was 
found elsewhere. About 80 percent 
of this loss was from oncroom rur- 
al schools, whero the teachers wero 
younger and lower paid, the bureau 
of rttoHatictf indicates.

The wit- 
ness said that the two men had 
followed Utenv through the house 
and up the street. 

"They got hold of me by the 
hands and said they wanted me to 
go for a Walk," she said, adding 
that when Dorothy threatened to 
get the police they had let her go. 

Asked if the third boy, 17, hart 
been with the others, she said she 
had not seen him but heard him nt 
the side door when the others 
came back Into the house. 

Dorothy Jones testified that the 
two older men were ''kind of 
drunk," that the girls had run into 
the house because they were afraid 
and that the two men had pushed 
her sister, Violet, off the sidewalk 
into a ditch aud grabbed Evelyn 
Latimer by the arm. The thin! 
boy had not arrived until after the 
other two had left the house the 
first time. He had grabbed her by 
the waist, she said. 

Helen Sedorc said that the de- 
fendants were intoxicated. 

Audrey Sweet testified that the 
10-year-old boy had grabbed her. 
"then they grabbed Evelyn and 
brought her down to the gate." 
She said that they had aworn at 
the girls and threatened them. 
She said that the third boy was 
not in the house and she did not 
hear him threaten anyone. 

Moffat told the court he was a 
married man. 

u We were to the hotel (In Brad- 
ford) nnd got some beer and came 
home by bus. We came down the 
south end of the town past the 
Jones* and someone hollered 'Come 
on In.' nnd wo went over and went 
in." He said that when they had 
been In the house about ten 
minutes nnd were asked to go 
they went out. He denied making 
any threats *or chasing the girls. 

The Id-ycar-old boy stated that 
he hnd helped cut the Jones' grass. 
nnd the lawn-mower broke and 
Mrs. I«ntlmcr hnd invited them in- 
to tho house. 

Iloth charges against the young- 
est defendant were dismissed. The 
magistrate convicted tho other two 
on the first charge. "Both of you 
wero drinking to excess," he stat- 
ed. "In view of the seriousness ot 
the second charge 1 don't find 
sufficient evidence to convict you.

Moffat was fine:! $lft and costs 
or GO days in Jail. Tho other de- 
fendant was fined $23 and costs ov 
three months. Ho chose tho Jail 
term. His worship also convicted 
him of Violating his three months' 
probation following conviction on 
ti theft charge on June 1 and gave 
him n concurrent sentence of one 
month In Jail. A condition of the 
probation was that ho refrain from 
intoxicating diluUs. 

A charge agalhat Moffat nnd 
tho 10-yviu-oUl youth of wilfully 
damaging a lawn-mower to the 
extent of $2 was withdrawn. 

Found guilty on a charge of 
llletfutly parking his truck at tho 
corner of Dufforln «t. and Wit- 
heininn Ave., on July 20, Arnold 
Doormal, Toronto, was fined $10 
and costs of $5.80 or ten days In 
Jail. 

According to Jacob p. Lindner, i 
KlnK township, tho defendant had 
parked his truck on tho travelled 
portion of tho road at the inter- 
section in such a way as to ob- 
struct traffic.
